Since  reading  your  copy  of  the  Tan¬ 
ners  News  I  hope  that  you  have  given  some 
thought  to  this  quotation  because  it  is  true  and 
so  important  in  everyday  living. 

In  closing  may  I  say  "Fear  not  that  which 
lies  ahead".  The  three  years  of  schooling 
which  you  have  just  successfully  completed 
qualifies  you  on  a  par  with  any  American  high 
school  graduate.  Take  a  little  time  to  think 
about,  and  discuss  with  others,  the  kind  of 
work  you  would  like  to  try  for  your  vocation  in 
life.  Once  you  have  decided  on  your  goal, 
then  with  (1)  courage,  (2)  determination,  and 
(3)  a  frequent  prayer  for  Divine  Guidance  and 
Help,  —  you  can't  miss.  If  perchance  you  do 
miss  on  your  first  try,  it  will  be  only  because 
you  gave  up  in  one  of  these  three  items  when 
the  going  became  tough.
